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Berlin Peaceful as Reds Mark May Day 


Gambling Report Is 
Spurring Midwest 


KANSAS CITY, May 1—</P)—A 


federal grand jury's report ol mul- 
ti-million dollar gambling 
opera- 


tions in the midwest today spurred 
local and state authorities 
into 
greater acion against racketeering. 


The jury decried an "utter dis- 


regard or our state as well as our 
municipal laws." It said gambling 
operations 
centering 
in Kansas 


City netted an annual return of 
$34,500,000. 
The "reach and ramification 


of the Kansas City, Missouri, un- 
derworld are not, however, con- 
fined to Kansas City and vicin- 
ity," the report stated, adding 
that the operations extended into 
Kansas, Iowa and Nebraska. 
The jury named Charles Binag- 


gio and Charles Gargotta as among 
those involved. Both testified be- 


• fore the jury. They were shot to 
death in their political club rooms 
April 5. 


Binaggio was a northside Dem- 


ocratic leader. Gargotta, an ex- 
convict, was his strong-arm aide 
and was known as "the enforcer." 


But the jury reported the en- 


dorcer turned informer when he 
testified and squealed on his asso- 
ciates. 


The juy, which has been invest- 
igating underworld activities for 
seven months, made its interim 
report Saturday but will continue 
Its probe. No indictments were 
returned. 


Today Circuit Judge Bay G. 


Cowan moved toward a county 
grand jury investigation of state 
law violations. The county body 
will begin a probe next week. 
Gov. Forrest Smith sent a tele- 


gram to Judge Cowan, asking him. 
to call a county grand jury to "in- 
vestigate all law. violations with 
special 
emphasis 
on 
gambling 


rackets and state income tax eva- 
sions." 


Smith told a press conference he 
also would direct Attorney Gen- 
eral J. E. Taylor, the state high- 
way patrol and other law enforce- 
ment agencies to cooperate in the 
Investigation. 


In Kansas--, authorities have , al- 
ready uiovea: to liurl) gambling 
ring operations. They padlocked 
. the Last Chance Tavern, a gam- 
bling joint that is built on the 
state line—half in Missouri and 
halfin Kansas. Only the Kansas 
side was padlocked.

ern that Binaggio and Gargotta 
were seen shortly 
before 
they 


were slain. 


Both

would have been indicted, presum-

Telephone Heads 
Oppose Proposed 
Gambling Control

Telephone companies objected to- 
day to a proposed 
anti-gambling 


bill on the grounds it would sad- 
dle them with the responsibility 
of policing the gambling world. 


Clyde S. Bailey, executive vice 


president of the United States In- 
dependent Telephone Asociation, 
protested 
in a prepared state- 


ment that a "whole army" would 
bo needed to weed out telephone 
calls by gamblers and bookmak- 
ers. 


S. Whitney Landon, attorney for 


the American Telephone and Tele- 
graph Co., said it would be "dan- 
gerous and unsound" for a tele- 
phone company "to assume the 
function of law enforcement it- 
self." 


The testimony was given to a 


senate 
commerce 
subcommittee 


which is studying a justice de- 
partment bill deslgne'd to ban the 
movement of gambling informa- 
tion across state lines. 


The committee under Chairman 


McFarland (D-Ariz) sought infor- 
mation on the volume of such traf- 
fic by wire. 


Under the "board terms" of the 


bill, Bailey said, a telephone com- 
pany would be guilty of violating 
the law in permitting 
gamblers 


to make telephone calls.

Native Rioting 
Erupts Again In 
Johannesburg 


JOHANNESBURG, South Africa, 


May 1.—UP}—Rioting erupted to- 
night in all the native areas around 
this city, and at least 13 natives 
were slain in clashes with police. 


After a long period of tension in 


this race-conscious city, the vio- 
lence exploded "suddenly. 
Shops 


were attacked and stones flew, and 
the rioting spread to other South 
African towns. 
Six natives were shot dead by 


police at Alexandria native town- 
ship on the northern outskirts of 
Johannesburg. 
Three more were 


killed at Henoni and four others 
in outlying areas. 
There was rioting at Vereeniging, 


36 miles from Johannesburg, and 
in some other townships. 


South Africa recently stepped up 
her apartheid (segregation) poli- 
cies under a race program promul- 
gated by the nationalist 
govern- 


ment of Premier Daniel Malan.

The immediately threatened na- 


tionwide tleup of telephone service 
was averted early today by agree- 
ment of the striking maintenance 
and installation men 
to 
resume 


negotiations. 
The action ended at least tem- 
porarily the wceklond strike of 
10,000 members of Division 6 of 
the CIO Communications Work- 
ers of America only four hours 
before they were scheduled to set 
up picket lines at telephone ex- 
changes In 43 states. 
It was the picket line rather than 
the strike Itself that was expepted 
to hoble service. It was believed 
that most of the 230,000, other un- 
ion telephone workers would re- 
fuse to cross picket lines to their 
jobs. 
But another segment of commu- 


nications wan hit by a nationwide 
strike of teletype operators and 
other traffic workers against the 
United Press Asoclations, a news 
service 
They 
walked off 
their 


jobs about the time the telephone 
workers agreed to go back to work. 
In New York. 12,000 service em- 


ployes called off 
their 
four-day 


strike at 1,000 buildings. 
aMore 
than 
200,000 
apartment 
house 


dwellers had been deprived of ele- 
vator service, telephone 
switch- 
board, heat, hot water, 
garbage 


disposal and other services by the 
strike.

Karsten's statement came when

Georgia's Voting 
Requirement Law 
Upheld By Court 


WASHINGTON, May

Tho supreme court today refused 
to interfere with a year-old Geor- 
gia law designed to curb negro 
voting by requiring prospective 
voters to meet educational tests. 
The law wes described 
as 


Gov. Herman Talmadge's 
"pet" 
measure. 
It 
required a com- 


plete 
re-registration of 
Geor- 
gia's 1,200,000 voters. 
This In- 


cludes 120,000 negroes. 
On April 17 the supreme court 


refused to consider an attack on 
another 
Georgia 
election 
law— 
the state's county unit system. It 
is somewhat like 
the 
national 
elecoral 
college. 
Its opponents 


call it "an instiument of negro 
disfranchiscment." 


The high court turned down 
that case, saying federal courts 
have no right to interfere with 
the way a state apportions its 
voting strength. 
The appeal at- 


tacking 
the 
re-registration 
law 
was dismissed with the comment 
that no substantial federal ques- 
tion is involved.

They were to eat 
nothing but black bread and pota- 
to soup during the day. - 
All residents were given ration 


cards, 
identification papers and 


permits for purchase of gasoline, 
food and clothing.

ed at the "coup," terming it a ma- 
neuver being run by 
"the 
boss,

Showers Fall On 
New York After 
Cloud Experiment 


NEW YORK, May -I.-—UP)—New 


York City's rainmakers entered no 
Yorok City's rainmakers entered no 
official claim—but rain fell on the 
city for nearly 24 hours after they 
started a cloud-milking experiment. 


The rain fell also in the Catskill 


mountains, where the city's thirsty 
reservoirs lapped up a partial run- 
off of nearly two billion gallons and 
expected more. 
The experiment started at mid- 


night Saturday with a generator 
streaming blue plumes of silver 
iodide smoke into the cloudy moun- 
tain air to stimulate raindrop for- 
mation. 
Eight hours later, sleet began to 


fall in the area, followed by a 
steady, drizzling rain that lasted 
until early this morning. 
Dr. Wallace E. Howell, the city's 


$100-a-day rain expert, directed the 
experiment by remote control from 
his home in Boston. As in other 
cases when rain or snow followed 
his efforts, he made no 
formal 


claim, contenting himself with only 
a "perhaps." 
The city's reservoirs now are 82.6 
per cent full, compared to a ca- 
pacity figure a year ago. City of- 
ficials hope to push the figure up 
the maximum before the wet spring 
weather ends and heavy summer 
use starts the annual drain.

Over- 
head roared Moscow's most spec- 
tacular peacetime display of So- 
viet aerial power, led hy Stalin's 
son, Lieut. Gen. Vassill Stalin. 
May Day, established as interna- 


tional Labor Day by the Socialist 
International at Paris in 1889, since 
has been traditionally celebrated 
throughout Europe. 


But in the United States, where 


Labor Day is designated as 
the 


first Monday in September, May 
1 this year was observed gener- 
ally as an anti-Communist coun- 
ter-demonstration. 


The Soviet troops were reviewed 


In Moscow by Gen. S. M. Shtemen- 
ko, chief of the general staff. He 
told cheering throngs the Soviet 
army and navy, together with the 
Russian people, are "convinced of 
their might and ready to defend 
their beautiful motherland from 
the • encroachments of any aggres- 
sor." 
Yugoslavia's Independent Com- 
munists—minus the pictures of 
Stalin featured in the Soviet sat- 
ellites—was touched off 
by a 


triumphant declaration that Pre- 
mier Marshal Tito's regime had 
broken the Russian-led comin- 
form's blockade of nearly two 
years. 
The proclamation by Yugoslavia's 


Communist party central commit- 
tee charged a "hostile"-Russia with 
organizing the blockade when the 
Tito regime was thrown out of the 
cominform for failure to toe the 
Moscow line.

businessmen Are 
Setting On Future 
With Big Orders

NEW YORK, May 1.—OS?)—More 
nd more businessmen arc betting 
n good days ahead. Executives are 
acking their bets with forward 
rders. Many who were buying on 


30 to 60 day basis are switching 
;er to 60 to 90 day buying. 
This inventory boom is- in direct 
ontrast to the inventory reces- 
ion which the same businessmen 
ere staging just a year ago. 
Inventories Drop. 


During the year corporate inven- 
ories dropped by 54.7 billion to 
43.8 billion. Now they appear to 
ie on their way up again. 
But 
.jroduction and sales are on the way 
ip, too. And some companies are 
>roducing at a much faster rate 
han they had expected. As a re- 
ult, they find their stocks of raw 
materials dwindling and rush to re- 
plenish so that they can keep go- 
ng full blast for at least 90 days 
ahead. 
New Orders placed with manu- 
Jacturers in March hit a post war 
high, the Department of Commerce 
reports. 
They were 14 per cent 


ligher than in February, and also 
.4 per cent higher than last year. 
The largest gain, in new orders was 
n durable goods, with orders ex- 
ceeding sales. 
Manufacturers' sales in March 


were highest in 15 months. Big- 
jest sales gains were reported in 
umber, furniture, general machin- 
ery, motor vehicle and non-ferrous 
metals industries. 
In fact, sales were so good that 


n spite of the increased ordering 
nventories in durable goods rose 
only slightly in March. 
No Boom Cited. 
Moreover, the business survey 


lommittee of the National Associ- 
ation of Purchasing Agents, in its 
April report published today, sees 
ittle chance of a runaway inven- 
:ory boom. In most companies il 
finds cautious buying policies con- 
tinuing. The fact that "with few 
exceptions, industrial materials can 
•>e obtained In the time required' 
iclps the cautious buyer to keep 
from getting caught short. 
But the production department in 


many companies is putting more 
pressure on the purchasing agent 
The NAPA finds that increased 
production in the first weeks ol 
the year was cutting into stocks a 
little faster than they were being 
replaced.

be r.. luced, as is so ofei 
and 
generally demanded 


we'll have to give up some oi 
the 
extravagance 
whicl 


makes 
government 
cosfc 


high. Some of the extrava 
gance is in duplication, over 
staffing and inefficient or 
ganization in Washington 
and most of us would neyei 
miss that. Even so, the elim 
ination merely of that kim 
of wastefulness would mean 
loss of jobs for some people 
loss of customers for some 
others. If we ever get down 
to real economy in govern- 
ment it will mean 
cutting 


out some of the 
federa' 


spending in our own state 
our own vicinity, abandon- 
ing the plans for a few fed- 
eral hospitals, a dam or lake 
project or a park develop- 
ment. 


Economy cannot be made 


in the other fellow's district 
alone; some of it has to be 
done in our district, too. 
That is the lesson to be 
learned from the Post Office 
Department curt a i l m e n t 
plan. 
Judging from the 


noise, it seems rather evident 
that we don't want economy 
at the cost of reduced maii 
service. But soon we oughl 
to make.up our minds what 
we are willing to give up for 
the lower government costs 
we demand. It's a sort of 
"put up or shut up" propo- 
sition. 


FINDING GOOD THINGS 


Emphasis 
on 
supposed 


corruption in the courts and 
among judges may make a 
more exciting story, play or 
movie, but such false values 
undermine the influence of 
honest and upright lawyers 
and judges, who are greatly 
lii the majority. 


This point was brought 


out by Justice Francis E. 
Rivers of the New York City 
Courts in a speech before a 
group of lawyers in that city. 
He suggested that a positive 
approach be emphasized in 
defending civil liberties by 
'keeping the public, and es- 
pecially 
school 
children, 


aware of the worth of the 
freedoms enjoyed in this 
country, rather than contin- 
ually stressing the abuses of 
them. 


It seems to be human na- 


ture to emphasize the weak- 
nesses of any system and 
to overlook its merits. Prop- 
aganda artists engaged 
in 


promoting other ways of life, 
however, are notably insist- 
ent on their advantages and 
silent as to their weaknesses. 
It behooves the disciples of 
democracy to get busy with 
emphasis on the positive. 


THE LUXURY TAXES 


The approach of the House 


Ways and Means Committee 
to the war-time "luxury tax- 
es" is a sensible one, so far. 
The Committee has rejected 
any idea of 
dealing 
with 


these taxes in a group, but 
will consider them one by 
one. 
There is quite an as- 


sortment 
of these 
taxes, 


and they need individual 
study and sorting put. 


A clear distinction should 


be made between simple rev- 
enue taxes and those which 
are really luxury taxes, lev- 
ied on the theory that the 
people who buy the taxed 
articles might just as well 
pay over an additional ten 
of twenty per cent for Uncle

POLICY-MAKING PLAN 


Senate leaders have been 


tudying a plan for revising 
he traditional policy rela- 
ionship between the Senate 
nd the Department of State, 


, plan which already has so 
much support that it appears 
o stand a fair 
chance of 


doption. The idea, advanc- 
d by Tom Connally of Tex- 
s, chairman of the Foreign 
delations Committee, is for 
stablishment of a group of 
ubcommittees 
cprrespond- 


ng to the subdivisions of the 
tate Department, each sub- 
ommittee to keep abreast of 
ic doings of its correspond- 
ng subdivision and consult 
requently with its heads. 


The proposal has met with 


nthusiasm in both Congress 
nd the State Department, 
nd among both Democrats 
nd Republicans. It is seen 
s a possible solution to the 
roblem pf achieving bipar- 
san acceptance and support 
f f o r e i g n policy, an 
chievement which seems to 
e growing more 
difficult 


nd at the same time more 
ecessary to the American 
osition in world affairs. 
Traditionally foreign poli- 


y has been made by 
the 


resident and the secretary 
f state, with the Senate oc- 
asionally called on to raify 
n accomplished treaty and 
ohgress expected from time 
o time to give such support 
s might be required. The 
onnally subGommitte plan 
'ould provide the means by 
hich a much closer con- 
act could 
be maintained, 


nd through which the Sen- 
te could actually have a 
and in the shaping of pol- 
cy. It is further conceived 
lat the House Foreign Re- 
ations Committee might fol- 
ow a similar procedure. 


The scheme appears to 
ave real possibilities as a 
ractical set-up for broader 
anticipation in policy-mak- 
ig.

ministrators of homes for the 


ged, two opposing views 
ere presented 
concerning 


le proper environment for 


elderly retired individ- 


al. 


One speaker maintained 


hat older members of a f am- 
y need their place in it, and 


the love and affection of its 
younger members. He be- 
lieves that houses should be 
planned with them in mind 
and duties assigned to them 
suited to their abilities. An- 
other thought that old peo- 
ple are happier 
in groups 


where their interests are the 
same and their capabilities 
coincide, making for com- 
panionship and social activi- 
ties. This advocate concludes 
that it is unfair to ask ma- 
ture people and • their chil- 
dren to adapt their lives to 
older members of their fam- 
ilies. 


It is unlikely that this 


question can ever be answer- 
ed in the same way for all 
old people. Families differ 
greatly in the amount of af- 
fection felt and 
shown by 


their members. In the ideally 
adjusted family, the mutual 
adaptation of different ages 
to each other is painless and 
pleasant. That comparative- 
ly few such families 
exist 


may be a commentary on 
modern life. Well-run homes 
for the aged form and will 
continue to form the best 
answer to the question in 
cases 
where the 
family 


home, for reasons of either 
space 
or 
temperament, is 


not available.^ 


FORMER PRESIDENTS 


The honor that has come 


;o former President Herbert 
Hoover for his plan for re- 
orming 
our 
government 


suggests that he may be re- 
nembered for this, and for 
lis success in feeding the Al- 
ied world in World War I, 
rather than for the period in 
which he served as .president. 
Then everything turned out 
unfavorably for him. Stari- 
ng with a huge vote of in- 
dorsement on election day, 
1928, he lost favor steadily 
mtil his unpopularity, when 


left office, equaled that 


of G r o v e r Cleveland and 
Fames Buchanan at the end 
of their terms. 


Like Hoover, Cleveland 


regained a, good deal of fa- 


or, but 
its extent could 


easily be exaggerated. The 
The Democrats never 
ven- 


,ured to run Cleveland for 
another term. 
So, too, the 


lepublicans have 
cheered 


ioover at their conventions, 
)ut have never seriously con- 
sidered renominating him. 


Perhaps the closest paral- 


el to Hoover's career is that 
of President Taft. 
His pre- 


presidential work was so ad- 
mired that his nomination 
and election were easy mat- 
;ers. Then his luck turned. 
Although a number of use- 
'ul things were done in his 
administration, its most con- 
spicuous achievements were 
unpopular. After his defeat 
here was never any serious 
possibility of running him 
again. Like Hoover, he had a 
successful life after leaving 
he 
presidency. 
In Taft's 


case this was as chief jus- 
ice. In that job he was hap- 
)y as well as competent. In 
loover's case it was the di- 
rection of the government 
^organization study. He's 
good at it.

No important government 


of the present day has a rec- 
ord of violations of 
agree- 


ments equaling that of the 
Soviet Union, and yet it is 
;he Soviet government which 
repeatedly attracts interna- 
tional attention v:ith charg- 
es of treaty and agreement 
violations against the United 
States and 
other 
Western 


governments. The recent re- 
vival of the Trieste issue by 
;he Moscow government is 
an illusion of this practice. 


It is true that the provis- 


ons of the 
Italian 
treaty 


with respect to the Free Ter- 
ritory of Trieste 
have not 


:>een carried out. But 
the 


reason is that the 
Western 


nations have been unable to 
fain co-operation of Russia 
n doing so. The charges of 
Russia, if sincerely intended 
as a move to get the treaty 
provisions c a r r i e d out, 
should have been made to 
;he United Nations Security 
ouncil, which has jurisdic- 
;ion, but Russia at the mo- 
ment is 
boycotting 
that 


ouncil. Russia is clearly 


at fault and on a wrong 
track in the Trieste matter, 
and yet has 
succeeded in 


placing us on the defensive 
n a diplomatic exchange. 


It would appear that the 


diplomatic position of 
the 


United States might be more 
sound if we should take the 
niative in laying the blame 
for some of the world's ills 
at Russia's door. We do not 
seem to gain anything but 
abuse by a policy of letting 
the world find out for itself 
who is to blame. 
*

Here 11 top American Commun 
ists were found guilty of conspir 
Ing to teach overthrow of the gov 
ernment. Sentence: 5 years each. 


Judith Coplon, once a govern 


ment worker, and a Russian, Val 
entln Gubitchev, were found guilty 
of spying against this government 
Her sentence 20 years. He got 15 
years but was allowed to return to 
Russia. 


Alger Hiss, once a state depart 


ment official, was convicted of per 
jury. He had denied giving depart- 
ment papers to Whittaker Cham 
bers, former communist. Chambers 
said Hiss was in a spy right. Sen- 
tence: 5 years. 
In Hungary this 
year 
Robert 


Vogeler, an American businessman 
and Edgar Sanders, a British ac- 
countant, were tried on 
a 
spy 


chargs. Vogeler got 15 years, San- 
ders 10. 
Except for these two outsiders, 


the big 
treason-overthrow-spying 


trials in the Satellite countries in- 
volved their own people. 


Before going further, two things 


may be worth remembering: 


1. When the Communists take 


over, they try to wipe out all op- 
position any way they can, as 
fast as they can. Therefore, the 
charges 
they 
sometimes make 


have to be divided in half, dis- 
charged, or taken witli salt.. 


Z. But, at the same time, if the 
Americans 
and British 
arent 


busy trying to find out all they 
can in the satelli'tc countries, in- 
cluding spying, tney ought to 
win the booby bonnet. You can be 
sure the Russians are trying to 
find out all they can here, any 
way they can. 
For these reasons 
the 
charges 


made against people tried in the 
Communist countries arc 
murky. 


You can't tell whether they're true 
or not, even when a defendant ab- 
jectly condemns himself. 


All these satellite countries—Ru- 


mania, Albania, Hungary, Bulgaria, 
Czechoslovakia, Poland—have Tiad 
trials since the war for alleged 
crimes against 
the 
government. 


Briefly, here are some: 


Czechoslovakia . . . C a t h o l i c 


priests and civilians tried on vari- 
ous changes of treason and spying, 
long prison terms for all. 


Bulgaria . . . Several trials. Top 


political opponents of the Commun- 
ists charged with attempted over- 
throw, inciting the armed forces 
other things. One execution. Some 
life sentences. Long jail terms for 
20' army 
officers- 
Twenty-five 


protestant pastors ware 
charged 


with various 
offenses, 
including 


dealings with Americans. Almost all 
got long terms. 


Rumania . . . Dr. lulius Manieu 


president of the National Peasant 
party, and 18 others were convict- 
ed on treason charges. Sentences: 
Life imprisonment to one year in 
jail. 


Albania . . . 24 people, mostly in- 


tellectuals and 
professional men, 


charged with planning an over- 
throw and plotting with Americans 
and Britons. Sixteen of the 24 got 
death sentences. The rest got life 
to 15 years- 


Hungary . . . Cardinal Joseph 


Mindsnenty ad six co-defendants 
charged with trying 
overthrow 


treason, other things. Life sentence 
for the cardinal. Life 
to 
three 
years for the other. 


I asfced State Department peo- 
ple If they have any record of 
treason trials in Ruslsa since the 
war. They say they know of none. 
But maybe the method of dispos- 
ing of the opposititon in Russia 
has changed. 


Moscow has announced in the 
past half year the death of 15 
Russian generals and admirals.

Mrs. E. C. Huckabee; She Observed 
Birthday And 50 Years a Saleslady 


Half a century of serving 
the 


people of Navarro County—50 years 
of selling silks and wools and lace 
—that's the anniversary that was 
celebrated Monday by Mrs. E. C. 
Huckabee, 61B North 13th St. 


May 1 was a big day in Mrs. 


Huckaboe's life. It's the day she 
started to work in 1900 and it's her 
birthday. 


She's not telling her age to any- 


body but Uncle Sam. "I've been 
around," she replies good natured- 
ly to questions, "and I know a lot 
of folks' great-grandparents." She 
is a plump little woman with bright 
eyes, a quick laugh and a peppery 
disposition. She fastens her long 
silky white hair in an 
intricate 


cnot on her head and lets the mil- 
inery buyers worry about 
how 
she'll find a hat to go over it for 
Sunday services at the First Meth- 
odist Church where she has been a 
faithful worshiper since the turn 
of the century. 


Mrs. Hucknbee (she was Miss 
Pherba 
Granthnm 
then) 
first 
went to work for Corslcana's or- 
iginal 5 and 10 store, The T- 
Store, located where Sears-Roe- 
buck 
is now. Those were days 


when Beaton Street was noted 
for wooden paving blocks 
and 
hitching posts. "Lots of excite- 
ment in those days," she recalls. 
"Horses ran away or acted up. 
The wood paving blocks swelled 
and buckled and just 
walking 
home on Saturday nights through 
the dark streets was something-." 
The next job was with Burton- 


Peel, a general merchandise store 
opened by two out-of-town busi- 
ness men at the corner of Beaton 
and Fourth Avenue, on the location 
now occupied by the Western Auto 
Associate Stores. She had married 
2. C. Huckabee, a member of the 
Daily Sun editorial staff but con- 
inued to work. She was still with 
3urton-Peel when a merchant from 
ventucky, J. M. Dyer, chose Cor- 
icana as a lively Texas town in 
vhich to start his own business and 
iought out the store at Beaton and 


Fourth in 1913. 


The new name went up. J. M. 


Dyer Co., and Mrs. 
Huckabee 
stayed on as a saleslady of piece 
goods and laces. When the 
firm 


built its own home at Collin and 
Main in 1930, Mrs. Huckabee pre- 
sided over the new piece goods de 
partment and greeted hundreds o 
her friends at the open house held 
to celebrate the opening of the new 
building. 


"Waiting on customers back 
In 
the early 1900's was a bit differ- 
ent," Mrs. Huckabee recalls. "Af- 
ter crops were laid by, folks woulc 
load up in the wagon and come to 
town for a year's shopping. The 
women would spend the day with 
me, buying alpacas and percales 
matching thread and trimmings. 
Sometimes they'd bring their lunch 
and I'd eat with them in the back 
of the store. Before sundown they'd 
load the wagon, sometimes 
with 


three or four hundred dollars of 
merchandise, and start for home. 
I wouldn't see them 
again 
foi 
another year." 


Serving the grandchildren and 
great grandchildren of those old 
friends la a. litttle different, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Huckabee. The 
firm is the same, she's complet- 
ing' 37 years with J. M. Dyer Co., 
and many of the names on mer- 
chandise are the same. "But fif- 
ty years ago a woman wanted to 
know how long a piece of goods 
would wear. Now she wants to 
know If it's smart. 
"Either way, I like waiting on 
them. Folks are always asking me 
why don't I stay home and mess 
around with my flowers and take 
life easy. But this is my home." 
She patted the counter in front of 
her, 
looked around at the bolts of 
dress goods. "Down here, they keep 
telling me to sit in that red leath- 
er chair in the office there when I 
get tired, to let the younger ones 
do the work." Her eyes snapped. 
"I don't need an easy chair yet. 
And besides, I'd rather wait on my 
customers than—well, 
than 
eat 
when I'm hungry."

'GUATEMALA' DISCUSSED AT 
PAN-AMERICAN ROUND TABLE 
LUNCHEON BY DR. E. J. KYLE 


"I would like to commend the 


members of the Corsicana Pan- 
American Round Table upon their 
splendid organization" Dr. Edwin 
J. Kyle of Bryan told members of 
the Round Table at a luncheon 
meeting at Kinsloe House Thurs- 
day. He further declared that re- 
gardless of peace or war, it Is Im- 
portant to hold the friendship and 
goodwill 
of 
the 
Latin-American 
countries. 


Dr. Kyle served as ambassador 
to Guatemala from 1944 to 1948, 
and observed the people and their 
country first-hand, and in his dis- 
cussion paid tribute to Guatema- 
lans as neighbors worthy of this 
nation's confidence and co-opera- 
tion. 


Guatemala Is about the size of 
the state of Tennessee, with a pop- 
ulation of three and one-half mil- 
lion, the speaker stated. One-half 
of the population is made up of In- 
dians who are both 
picturesque 


and interesting, and each tribe has 
its own distinctive dress, customs 
and superstitions. Dr. Kyle declar- 
ed. 


Beautiful Country 


Guatemala is a land of beauty, 
its outstanding features being its 
volcanoes, its lakes, rivers and val- 
leys, flowers, fruits and vegetables, 
and its general farm crops, it was 
pointed out. Dr. Kyle stated that 
he made a tour of Central 
and 


South American Republics in 1941 
but that none of them compared 
with 
Guatemala 
In beauty and 


progress. 
Dr. Kyle recommended that this 


country 
send representatives 
to 


Guatemala to study their natural 
resources, adding that the Guate- 
malans have not wasted them like 
this country has through a series 
of wars. 
The speaker urged that 
every 


member 
of 
the 
Pan-American 


Round Table take a trip to Guat- 
emala. One can leave New Orleans 
at 8 A. M. and arrive in-Guatema- 
la City by 2:30 P. M., he pointed 
out. 


A glimpse into the colorful cus- 


toms of Guatemala was provided 


by a color film that had been se- 
cured by Dr. Kyle. The film pic- 
tured an Easter Parade in Guate- 
mala City In which the paraders 
take the rare images of Christ, the 
Crucifixion and the Virgin Mary, 
from the cathedrals, mass 
them 


with 
flowers, 
and 
carry 
them 


through the streets in a slow, rhy- 
thmical manner. The Easter Pa- 
rade generally starts at 1 P. M. 
and continues until 7 P. M., he 
stated. 


The National Geographic Socie- 
ty's film that was a gift to 
Dr. 


Kyle pictured the natives engaged 
in weaving vari-hued 
materials, 


carrying heavy baskets on 
their 


heads and bartering In the market 
place. 
The famous and ornately carved 
old Cathedral of Antigua, the for- 
mer capital of all Central America, 
was shown as point of interest in 
the old city. Although the city was 
destroyed by earthquake and flood 
in 1773, it is still an interesting relic 
of Spanish colonial grandeur, the 
speaker declared. 


Another point of Interest visit- 


ed by the 
National 
Geographic 


movie camera 
was 
Guatemala's 
mile-high lake Atitlan, in which 
four volcanoes are effectively re- 
flected and around whose 
shores 


twelve towns bear the names of the 
Twelve Apostles. 
President Presided 


Mrs. Abe Goldberg called 
the 


meeting to order, welcomed mem- 
bers and guests, 
and 
presented 
Mrs. Curtis Keen, program chair- 
man for the day. Mrs. 
Claude 


White, vocalist for the occasion,
